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Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 4-12,15,16,19,20, and 22 (renumbered 1-15), are allowable over the prior art of 

record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As per claim 4, the amendment has overcome the previous § 102(e) rejections of Raves et 
al. as Raves, nor the prior art of record, does not specifically teach, either alone or in 
combination, a first partition operating in a user environment and a second partition storing 
write-protected applications where a write-protected specific application stored in the second 
partition is copied to an unoccupied location within the same partition when that application is 
executed. Raves only teaches copying an application fi-om one partition that requires write 
protection 131 to a different partition 132, not from the write protected partition 131 to another 
location within the same partition 131. 

Claims 6 and 9 have been amended to incorporate subject matter fovmd in independent 
claims 15 and 19 that have previously been deemed allowance over the prior art of record (Non- 
Final Office action filed 6/27/2006). As such, claims 6,9, and all claims dependent therefi-om are 
allowable over the prior art of record for the same reasons supplied above with regard to the 
Raves reference. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Gould et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,473,655) teaches storing a write protected program (i.e. an 
operating system) within a virtual partition of an existing logical partition of a hard drive but 
does not teach that the same operating system is copied to that virtual partition. 

Teshima (U.S. Patent No. 6,892,255) teaches moving an original OS from one area of a 
memory 303 to another 305 (refer to figures 3A - 3G) but does not specifically teach if that 
memory or program is write-protected, whether the system of Teshima uses a validation code to 
validate the original OS before copying the OS, or "unlocking" the second area 205 when the 
original OS is considered a "validated" program.
